Arm, and appear with Vigour upon the preſent

Ze Miniſters, ye Teacbers of others; you have 
the greateſt Reaſon to exert yourſelves in endea- 
vouring to ſpread Religion and Loyalty N 
your People. You above all muſt expect to feel 
the Roman Scourge, if Popery was to be eſta- 
bliſh'd. Yor are under the greateſt Obligations 
of eſteeming a PROTESTANT GOVERNMENT, _ 
and ſhould be every Day inculcating not only 
the ſtrongeſt Affection to his Majeſty's Perſon 
and Family, and to ſtir up thoſe under your Care 
to appear in publick, in Caſe of Neceſſity, but to 
pray earneſtly for a divine Bleſſing, and even to 
learn the Uſe of Arms yourſelves, to ſet your 
People an Example, and animate them with

Will you not be in Dan- 
ger, ſhould the Enemy come amongſt us, even 
from thoſe of your own Hoyſhold ?*.May you not 
too late repent your great Indiſcretion? it I may 
be permitted to ſpeak, the Safety of your Per- 
ſeons and Families, the Security of your Proper- 
ries, nay every Thing loudly calls upon you to 
be upon your Gard, to ſay the leaſt. Your 
Country prays you, your Fellow. Subjects entreat 
you, to take thoſe Meaſures that may be moſt 
tor your own Honour and Safety, as well as for 
that of others, | 
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Ze affetiionate Huſhands : 3 - can + you give up 
the Mives of your Baſom, thoſe dear Partners 
with, yo u in the Cares and Comferts of Life? Can 
you think, of their being violent) tarp from 
you, and expos'd to all the — and:Gruelty 

of the moſt brutal. Men, who think they have 

a Licence to commit all manner of Ravages with 
Impunity ? Does not the Thought raiſe in you a 

Martial Spirit, and make you willing chearfully 
to venture your Lives for their Sak es:? 

Ye tender and indulgent Parents, who love your 
Cbildren as Yourſelves; are you willing your 
tender Offspring ſhould be inſtructed in all the 
Huperſtitions of Rome, that their Minds ſhould 

be : carly poiſon d with popiſh Principles, or can 
ypu think of ſecing them ſlaughiered before your 

Lycs, and laid &rcarhleſs, upon the Ground ? 

Does not the Thought Tce all the Powers in 
your Saule, and inſpire you with all the Courage a 
Father's Pity can give? Sure, my. dear Caun- 
trymen, you have all the Ties of Nature and Re- 
[izion to engage you to appear Alive upon the 
preſent emergent Occaſion, You mult then be 
loſt to all Senſe of Gratitude and Affection, loft 
to Gop, to yourſelves, to your KING, your 
Country, your Families,, if you are indolert, or 
refuſe to oppoſe the common Enemy. 

Ye wha border upon the Sea, and live in thoſe 
Places where it is moſt probable the Enemy may 
firjt appear. Lou have teen the paternal Regard 
his Majeſty has for you and your Country.

I might ſpeak a Word to thoſe, % are of 
the Catholick Religion amongſt us. And you, I 
doubt not, at leaſt many of you know too much

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Government, to be weary of the former. Was 
there to be an Exchange, even your Cir- 
cumſtances would be worſe than they at preſent 
are. You live unmoleſted, you enjoy private} 
and almoſt publickly too your Religion? You 
have your Pries now under your . own Com- 
mand, but was an Alteration to be made, the 
Scales would ſoon be turn*d, and you be oblig'd 
to ſtoop to thoſe, who now pay you a ready Obe- 
dience.

Finally, let none be diſcourag d, notwithſtand- 
ing the preſent ſituation of Things. You who 
are of the tender Sex, who cannot but ſhudder at 
the Proſpect of War, with its direful Conſequen- 
ces, be not afraid. Thouſands and ten thouſands 
will chearfully yield up their Lives, rather than 
GREAT GrorGE ſhall be detbron'd, or you de- 
priv*d of your preſent Privileges. Act ſuitably in 
your Stations, and let your earneſt Supplications 
daily ſent up to Heaven for a guilty Land, and 
don't fink in your Minds, but may you and ai! 
the Inhabitants of this happy and conſider, that 
the LoRD RETGCNS. 

Ye Inhabitants of ScoTL and, however juſtly 
reproveable many of you were, for your Conduct 
in the late unnatural Rebellion ; 1 hope the Eyes 
of ſuch of you are open'd to fee your /olly, and 
are ready with the greateſt Reſolution to oppoſe 
that Cauſe, which you then ſupported with your 
Lives and Fortunes. What was it could induce 

TOs 
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you to riſk your All for a Man of ſuch Principles? 
Had you a Proſpect of living under a milder Go- 
_ vernment ? Did you expect to enjoy greater Pri- 
vileges, civil or religious? Would you have been 
better protected in your Rights and Immunities ? 
Or was it the ſpecious Pretence of hereditary 
Right, that led you into ſuch miſtaken Conduct, 
to incur the juſt Diſpleaſure of the bef of KINGS, 
and to forfeit the Regard of your Fellow-Sub- 
jects?

Were you again to en- 
courage a foreign Enemy, or diſcover any Di/- 
loyalty, you would be chargeable with the hig 
Ingratitude, and could not but expect the Diſ- 
pleaſure of your Kino and Couxr AY. Open 
your Eyes, and be no longer btinded by the 
Friends of Rome. Diſcountenance every Thing 
you ſee that has a Tendency to diſturb the Peace 
of our Royal Sovereign, and endeavour to retrieve 
that Reputation which you / nearly loſt a few
